A 
course in Nutrition will be given 
by Miss McGrady of Macdonàld 
College, if the registration figure 
merits it. Hospital Aids must have 
First Aid and Home Nursing pre- 
Tcnuisitics, and only those students 
^vho volunteer for at least .three 
hours per week arc acceptable. As- 
sistants in Bacteriology Labs will 
be taken from the upper three 
■years of Science only.

Sees Golden Age 
Of Native Writing 



Conotfiffir Letters 
m Come of Âge, 
Says Noted Critic

The people of Canada are today 
witnessing the dawn of a golden 
age in Canadian letters, stated Wil- 
frid Eggleston, lately director of 
censorship for Canada, in an ad- 
dress entitled "Canadian Literature 
Comes of Age" given before a 
meeting of the Montreal Women's 
Club yesterday afternoon. 

Opening his speech with a state- 
ment of the problems that have 
faced Canadian literature since 
those days In the late 10th century 
when Bliss. Carmen. Archibald 
Lampman and Charles G. D, Ro- 
berts were to act as midwlfo at its 
birth. Eggleston deseflbed the vi- 
cious circle In' which Canadian 
letters have moved up to their re- 
cent emergence. Books had not 
been up to international standards 
because there was no market foi 
a particularly Canadian writing 
Many men who might have . been 
capable authors became lawycri or 
engineers because of the difficulty 
of earning a living by the pen 
Chaucer, Shakespeare, Milton, and 
the poets of the Romantic Revival 
all had private incomes which freed 
them from financial worry and 
enabled them to devote their time 
to literature. "Poets who have pro- 
duced Immortal work with the woU 
battering at their rood have been 
few in number" in spite of the 
legend of poets in attics, stated 
Eggleston., On the other hand, tht

The speaker will be J. J. Pen- 
verne, lawyer, who will talk on 
"Democratic Realllcs." 

Mr. Pcnvcrne is both a graduate 
of Montreal University and of 
McGlU. After graduating from the 
Faculty of Commerce of Montreal, 
he registered as a Law student at 
McGill In 1013. 

When war was .declared, having 
Just turned 20, he sailed for France, 
not having been naturalized though 
he had lived in Canada since he 
was six, and joined up with the 
infantry. 

Wounded twice, he was captured 
at the battle, of "Deadman'a HIU", 
at Verdun. He jvas , a prisoner of 
war for 34 months all of which 
were spsnt In Southern Germany. 

Since his return, he has practised 
law in Montreal. He has always 
taken an Interest in social and 
economic refprms and In veteran 
affairs haviiig been sent to Van- 
couver as a delegate to the last 
Canadian Legion Convention. 

Bob Campbell, president of the 
Newman Club, stated that all stu- 
dents are invited to this meeUng 
He also extended, special welcome 
to the ex-servlcemch who have, 
just lately become part of the 
campus.

Dr. L Douglas 
Speaks to Club 

Former Principal 
For Free Trade 
To Build Peace 



••No greater tragedy could be 
imagined for the world already suf- 
fering incalculable agonies than 
that we should become divided 
against, ourselves," declared Dr. 
Lcwjs^^Douglas, principal and 
vice-chancellor of McGill Univer- 
sity from 1937 to 1939, and now 
president of the Mutual Life In- 
sur.Tncc Company In New York. 
Or. Douglas addressed the Canadian 
Club of Montreal at the Windsor 
Hotel yesterday. 

The speaker stressed the great 
need of cooperation between Brit- 
ain and the United. States to insure 
peace in 'the post-war world. He 
stated that the United States should 
continue lendlease to Great Britain 
in the form of excess American 
merchant shipping so that England 
can build up her capacity to earn 
exchange and so prosperity in both 
countries can be increased. 

Or. Douglas favored free trade 
among all nations, as well as be- 
tween the United Kingdom and the 
U.S., not as a charitable deed but as 
a measure that is essential to re- 
store any stability In the post-war 
world. Britain, who has for cen- 
turies lived on her overseas trade, 
realizes fully the importance of 
free International commerce. j 

Although Dr. Douglas considers 
the dominions of the common- 
wealth fully mature, and true na- 
tions in their own right, he feels 
that their common interests arc 
strong enough to bind them Urml;

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JamesSpeaks 
To Institute 

Advises Adoption 
Of Bretton Woods 
Monetary Plans 



The immediate adoption without 
modification of the Bretton Woods 
proposals ' for an international 
monetary fund and a bank for re- 
construction and development was 
advocated yesterday by Dr. F. Cyril 
James, Principal and Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University. 

He was ,the first speaker- at the 
opening' session of the Institute on 
Money and Law held at the' Wal- 
dorf Astoria Hotel in New York 
City, under the joint auspices of the 
New York University School ot 
Law and the Economists' National 
Committee of Monetary Policy. 

Considered an authority on' this 
branch of economics, Dr. James 
noted that, . "by a strange coinci- 
dence, the whole official frame- 
work of the gold , standard disap- 
peared immediately after the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act was passed." 
Monetary Policy 

He held that unless we arc will- 
ing to return to the use of full- 
bodied metallic coins as the only 
form of money, there must be some 
conscious principle of monetary 
policy and some authority strong 
enough to enforce that principle 
throughout the area in which the 
money circulates. 

"The Bretton Woods proposals," 
he noted, 'say nothing about the 
policies on which the value of 
money is to be determined, but 
they do provide legal machinery by 
which these policies can be made 
effective. That is more than half

The Film Society yesterday show- 
ed movies on a colorful Central 
American religious festival, on 
South America as it Is today and 
what it may become, and on color 
from the artistic as well as the 
scientific point of view. 

"Wooden Faces of Totonicaxan" 
pictures a small Guatamalan village 
at the time of the most important 
religious celebration of the year. 
At this time the villagers, young 
and old. celebrate the victory ot 
Christ and the saints over the oUI 
heathen godsi The rites of this holi- 
day are a strange mixture of Roman 
Catholic and native Indian cero- 
mopics, including burning Incense 
on the church steps to propitiate 
the spirits of the dead and carrying 
the sacred images in procession 
through the streets of the little 
town. 

South Am.crican life was shown 
in a far different light in another 
film, "The Bridge". This second 
movie explained how the South 
American . market became glutteo 
with coffee and cotton while huge 
furnaces were burning corn foi 
fuel when Latin American trade 
with Europe was stopped by the 
war. The people of .South .America 
could not .eat the grain or wear 
the cloth for there arc not enough 
roads to carry the goods or ma- 
chines to manufacture them from 
the country's abundant raw ma- 
terials. The- film went on to show 
how the great mineral wealth of 
the contlnenf might be used to im- 
prove century-old methods in farm- 
ing and industry instead of being 
loaded onto foreign snips.

Professor Michael Karpovich will 
deliver a lectiire on 'Russia and the 
Balkans" in Moyse Hall on Monday, 
Jan. 22 at- noon. 

In 1943 and 1044 Professor Karpo- 
vich spoke to the students of Mc- 
Gill. His first speech was on Russia 
in the Far East, and the second was 
on 'the U.S.S.R. after 29 years. 
Hearing that he was coming to 
Montreal to speak before the Rus- 
sian colony here, the Department of 
History, Economics and Sociology 
were able to . persuade him to de- 
liver the' lecture next Monday. 

Professor Karpovich was born in 
1888 at Tiflis in the Russian Cau- 
casus, now' the Georgian Republic 
of the U.S.S.R. He" was educated at. 
the University of Moscow and, 
coming to the United States after 
the last war, he - was appointed 
lecturer In Russian History at Har- 
vard in 1927. In 1033 he became 
Assistant Professor of History there. 

Professor Karpovich is the au- 
thor of several books Including a 
survey of Russian History during 
the 10th Century.

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Canadian-Japanese Students 

As far as tlie student-body is concerned, the 
question of tlie existing ban on Canadian- 
Japanese students at tiiis University iias been 
discussed and decided upon. As far as Senate 
is concerned, liowever, tlie qifestion has not been 
fully decided. That is to say, the ban has not 
been revoked. To that extent, McGili's repu- 
tation under n black cloud and no amount of 
praise for her so-called war effort, or for her 
help to returned servicemen, can blow awny tliat 
cloud. 'While the bun remains, McGiil is open 
to severe criticism, and doubts as to her demo- 
cratic purpose arc legitimate. 

How, in view of the large number of faculty 
and staff members who vigorously, oppose the 
ban, has this state of affairs come about? 
Undergraduates whose loyalty to their univer- 
sity needs no emphasis, and graduates whose 
interest in the welfare and good reputation of 
their Alma Mater is manifest, both have a right 
to know the answer to that question. Knowing 
'the answer, they have the duty— augmented by 
the daily and hourly reminders of their funda- 
mental convictions which are supposed to be 
the basis for our participation in this war — to 
urge the immediate abolition of a decision which 
on principle aldno deserves the strongest con* 
demnation. 

The background to the question, according 
to fir.4-hand information, amounts to this: In 
late 1943, two meetings of Senate were held, at 
tlic first of wliicli it was decided that Canadian- 
Japanese students were admissible to the Uni- 
versity. The second meeting reversed this 
motion, despite a strong recommendation from 
the Faculty of Arts that such students be ad- 
mitted to the BA. courses. This reversal was 
possible at the time because Senate then had 
no well-crj'stallized rules of procedure, as it 
has now, requiring "notice of motion" to be 
given for a repeat discussion of any given topic. 
Thus, at the second meeting many members 
who xcould have voted against the ban were 
absent because they had no knowledge that the 
motion would come up again. 

Since then, the question has been subject to 
various unofficial discussions, and. owing per- 
haps in great part to Senate's- partial change in 
membership in October, 1944, would have come 
up again even without the various outside pro- 
tests lodged by such organizations as the Synod 
of the Anglican Church, and also by the Student 
Executive Council and Students' Society. Notice 
of motion, according to the rules of procedure 
evolved for Senate during the past year, was 
accordingly given at its meeting of November 
15; that is to say, a motion to abolish the ban 
was announced for the following meeting, on 
December 15. 

This is the meeting -which' discussed and 
postponed the issue, instead of deciding it. Why 
this should have come about is not clear. What 
is clear, however, is that any attempt to reverse 
the ban will have to be passed, under Senate's 
newly evolved rules of procedure, by a two- 
thirds majority; otherwise the ban remains. 

Students on this camjius would by this time 
have become rather cynical about the subject 
were it not for one or two factors entitling them 
to a certain amount of satisfaction and optim- 
ism. One of these is the apparently strong 
conviction among many faculty members, in- 
cluding elected representatives to Senate, that 
the ban must go. Another is the fact that the 
students' protest in November was. instrumen- 
tal in counter-acting one reason advanced by 
proponents of the ban: that students on the 
campus are averse to the idea of having fellow- 
Canadian Japanese students at McGill. 

Whether or not the economic interpretation 
which seems most logically to explain events, 
and which has been advanced by undenjably 
responsible sources, is correct we cannot atour- 
ately say. But if it is true as this interpretation 
suggests that the ban was put into effect and 
maintajned, not merely because of a colored 
viewpoint about Canadians of Japanesç origin, 
or from convictions of its utility and necessity, 
but also because it was . supported by people of 
high influence whose di.sfavor with the Univer- 
sity's policy might have some effect on its ma-

Being the Story of Aviation 

by Helmuth Ott 

I. Till the Time of Leonardo da Vinci 

From the very dawn of history man sought the 
conquest of the air. He saw the birds fly, the smoke 
rice, and based upon these two fundamental obter- 
valions he laid his plans for the achievement ot 
flight. He watched and studied the motion of birds, 
the fall of leaves, the power of the wind and grad- 
ually he learned. That was the beginning of aviation. 
And then as knowledge expanded he theorized and 
deducted and da Vinci, Lana, Charles, LUlenthal and 
the Wrights became the milestones of the new era. 

The first man to fly, as the Annals of the Bamboo 
Books tell us, was the Chinese emperor Shun in the 
third millenium B.C. This progressive gentleman, it 
appears, had considerable difficulties with his Coun- 
cil who. had the habit of burning granaries under 
hlm.ife,TheiiBOod çmperor then, we are Informed, don- 
ned the working clothes of a bird and flew away. 

Early Chinese history is filled with Innumerable 
accounts of those who attempted to fly, either with 
wings like a bird, or with a sail or with a kite. There 
was the story of Ki-Kung who invented an airship 
with which he navigated the heavens. A picture 
shows us a box-like affair about six feet by eight 
feet with two wheels perpendicular to the direction 
of flight in the front and the rear (somewhat like 
our propellers), with pennants gayly fluttering and 
two stout Chinamen in the box, powered by a great 
sail, flying through the clouds. Whether all these 
stories are true or fictitious they nevertheless show 
that the thoughts of the people had actually turned 
to the conquest ot the skies and that they had Indus, 
trlously applied themselves to the problem. 

Francisco Lana In 1670, discussing this machine 
of Ki-Kung and Its subsequent destruction by the 
emperor, describes this as a far-sighted aet In order 
to prevent Its wrongful employ in future wars and 
conflicts as a means from which rocks, bombs and 
fire could be loosed on the houses, ships or castles 
below. He even foresees the possibilities of landing 
it in some .market square atid disgorging soldiers 
in order to capture the enemy town. 

In the fifth century A.D. Tu'o Hung King com- 
pounded a ilylng elixir, ' 'Feltan' of gold, cinnabar, 
azuritc and sulphur with the colour of snow and 
an exceedingly bitter taste, which when taken In- 
ternally produced lévitation. Doubtful as we may 
be of the results, it appears that the emperor tasted 
it and found it successful. Indeed In the 'Celestial 
Empire' where everything appeared possible, this 
must have been one of the prime objectives. 

In conjunction with all these various theoretical 
contraptions and elixirs however also more practical 
things were developed. Many stories are recorded 
of the flight of men on kites in China and Japan, 
and already then these were used as observation 
points to spy out the enemy. 

Turning further West, to India, we have the tales 
of the Vedic gods, who apparently had an aversion 
to direct flight and hence were whipped through 
the air in carriages drawn by various winged ani- 
mals. The Fanchatantra (1. 9) tells us, In a typical 
Oriental vein the story oif a weaver who fell in love 
with the king's daughter and apparently never had 
an opportunity to woo the lady until a friend of his, 
a carpenter built him an airship, propelled by a 
spring, with which he flew to the seventh story of 
the king's palace Into the apartment of the rather 
surprised princess. Anyway in the end he married 
her. 

The Persian kings had a flair for locomotion by 
means of flying carpets, and we have the picture 
of at least one Shah gloriously dressed in a pink 
robe, feathered turban, reclining on a yellow couch 
with a goblet of wine and with bow and arrow fly- 
ing through the heavens on a green carpet. 

The Orient rejoiced in such tales. It ascribed also 
to its gods the powers ot aerial displacement and 
on many monuments and temples excavated tbrougn- 
out the ages we see them depicted as winged men 
or we see the body of a bird with the head of a man 
or in all sorts of combinations and permutations to 
show their superiority to the common people. 

In Greek mythology we find the story of Pegasus, 
the Winged Horse. When Perseus, the sun god, cut 
off the head of the Gorgon Medusa, Pegasus sprang 
out of the truncated neck. Bellarophon tamed him 
and with him slew the Cbimaera, the Solymi and 
the Amazons. However when that gentleman de- 
cided to fly to heaven he was very rudely deposed 
and Pegasus roamed alone. When Mt. Helicon In 
Boeotia decided to become independent and rise to 
heaven Pegasus stamped his foot and stopped the 
ascent. The Fountain of Muses gushed forth where 
his hoof struck the earth. 

Then there Is thé history of Daedalus and his son 
Icarus renowned for théhr flight from Crete. The 
former was a gentleman of quite versatile accom- 
plishments and after constructing a wooden cow, a 
bronze man who defeated the Argonauts (here we 
become slightly skeptical) anU the labyrinth of 
Minos he apparently had to leave Crete and after 
affixing wings to himself and his son by means of 
wax they set out for Sicily. It appears that Icarus, 
carried away with youthful impetuosity like so many 
of us, f le\v too close to the sun, the wax melted and 
he fell Into the sea. The sea was called the Icaran 
and Daedalus continued on to Syracuse. 

nius arc recorded the first aerial excursions of 
the Orient races. The West apparently was some- 
what retarded in these achievements and [t is only 
with King Bladud, the father of King Lëar that it 
takes to the air. He was generally known as the 
'flying king of Britain' an achievement as yet un- 
surpassed, but he came to an tinfortunate .end in 
852. 

Roger Bacon, born in Ilchester in 1214, had the 
first concrete ideas of flight simiUr to those -which 
were to be developed later. However it was not 
until the time of da Vinci that these were put on a 
thoretical basis. Bacon describes the construction 
of a contraption that will float on the air as a ship 
in water in 'the form of a large hollow globe filled 
with 'ethereal air or liquid fire' which when launch- 
ed on the atmosphere will float like 'a vessel on 
water'. He also mentions another machine with a 
mechanical device so that a man sitting in thà middle 
may Impulse some artificial wings to beat the air. 
These Ideas we see. are quite advaitcid but still only 
ventures and guesses based on the progress of objec- 
tive science at that period. Leonardo da Vinci is 
the founder of a new epoch, based on a more 
theoptical analysis, of which we shall write in the 
next article.

The modem educational methods 
now in vogue pertain less to the 
"Icing on the cake" and more to the 
Inescapable realities of life, being 
ostensibly based on irrefutable 
fact ... in short, the world has 
rejected education that is purely 
cultural, for it has had the glove 
of necessity thrown Into its face 
once too odep, and humanity has 
become rather tired of turning the 
other cheek. We have relegated to 
the dim and hazy contemplative 
past the theory of a liberal educa- 
tion in terms of the humanities, 
and wc have scrapped the iàca of 
the well-educated man being a sort 
of intellectual sponge that can be 
squeezed on suitable occasions. 

The benefits usually claimed for 
a classical education are that It 
scrapes on a slick veneét of cultur- 
al polish, opens the library stacks 
to a vast and beneficial literature, 
and . . . turns us Into good conver- 
sationalists. However, it has long 
been suspected by many, timidly, 
suggested by a few, and recenUy 
been proven to the satisfaction of 
the enlightened that knowledge can 
be acquired in more than one way, 
exclusive of "experience". 

In Science, the student feels that 
laws and hypotheses are merely 
the statements of axiomatic facts; 
when studied and considered in the

spirit of true religious reverence, 
they Instil a proselytizing attitude 
towards bigotry and intolerance, 
since knowledge slashes at the tap- 
roots of Ignorance. 

Beyond all these other attributes 
is the cautious judicial mental' ap- 
proach to a problem; the true scien- 
tist entertains no prejudice; he 
strives to be fair in his estimation 
of evidence and fair in drawing a 
conclusion; this refers to that crea- 
ture still somewhat of a rarity in 
tho present world, the individual 
possessed of the true scientific at- 
titude. 

Educational authorities have fin- 
ally been convinced that it might 
be advantageous to teach science In 
the schools; tedious dissections ot 
flowers and 'Jnsects. laborious 
analyses of "unknowns" and mem- 
'orlzation of the imallevltied tedium 
of endless columns ot statistics have 
done little but accomplish a wdl- 
rooted aversion, a "conditioned re- 
flex" to all further scientific pur- 
suits, however superficial. How 
many minds have realized the gran- 
deur of science through the medium 
of superficial poking and probing? 

The phantom of specialization has 
glued itself to the pages of our 
textbooks: Science must be com- 
partmented into chemistry, botany, 
physics— anything rather than the 
study ot the dependency of human 
welfare on our transitory ability to 
control our environment. The in- 
troductory chapter ol the book of 
scientific knowledge should be 
scientific knowledge, an outline of 
the history and present and future 
potentialities ot science, rather than 
a laboratory course in scientific 
technique devoid of its Implications 
and ramifications. 

In the universities, even more 
than in the schools, specialization 
has sacrificed education to the ex- 
igencies ot training. Every oppor- 
tunity is offered to the student to 
become a master technician of de- 
tails and trivialities, but on their 
relationship to the larger needs and 
aspirations of the world as the en- 
vironment of the human animal, 
most instructors are silent. 

A course in "general science" is 
equally fallacious, since it presents

BRITAIN 

CAUSE UNEASINESS 
At the beginning, let me state 
that Mr. 0. L. Forchhelmer In "Po- 
litical Comment", January 11, seems 
to lack necessary knowledge con- 
cerning the basic principles on 
which the European Partisan 
Forces operate. 

In tho first place, these forces 
were formed by the efforts of the 
people themselves after their so- 
called rightful leaders had left 
them to face the Nazis without the 
slightest hope ot survival. Yet in 
countries such as Greece and Yu- 
goslavia, (he ordinary persons dar- 
ed to risk his life against almost 
hopeless odds to fight for a freedom 
he had not yet experienced. A call 
was sent out In these countries as 
early as 1941, by the Partisan Re- 
sistance Leaders, to rise against 
their oppressors. It would be well 
for Mr, Forchhelmer to remember 
that at this particular date, the 
world was expecting the invasion 
of Britain, while the U.S.S.R. was 
retreating before a surprise Nazi 
attack. However, in spite of all this 
the oppressed people chose their 
leaders and took to the hills to 
fight until the last Hitlerite had 
been expelled. In France it was the 
F.F.I., in Yugoslavia it was Tito's 
Partisans, in ' Greece the E.L.A.S. 
In Greece, the E.LA.S. obtained its 
arms from the Germans not by a 
"sneaking transaction" but with tho 
lives of many Greek patriots. Long

Dear Sir, 

We read recently In a Montreal 
paper that a number of McGill 
students expressed resentment over 
the War Veterans "intruding" on 
the McGlll Campus. According to 
them, returned Servicemen are not 
fit to attend McGill. In other words 
men going overseas to fight for 
their country, and yours, when dis- 
charged, arc frowned upon when 
they want to resume their studies. 
Maybe those not subject to the Na- 
tional Mobilization Act will re- 
member that the majority of these 
men went into the services from 
university, thus giving up their 
university education, and in our 
estimation are entitled to a com 
mon place on the Campus. 

If this attitude continues, there 
will be a great number of men In 
the services who will have a per- 
sonal score to settle back at college 
Perhaps you who have remained at 
McGlll forget that a war changes a 
man, physically and mentally. You 
have nq Idea what a man goes 
through at the front, or In tbe 
North Atlantic, what he thinks or 
how he acts. Maybe you, to whom 
we arc speaking, were lucky in the 
Draft, or were medically unfit, but 
if you saw the war in its grim real- 
ity, you would not speak lightly of 
these men who have seen it. You 
may think that we are prejudiced, 
but we feel certain that wo ex- 
press the sentiments of thousands 
of University men, now in the

Local Governments were 
operating when the British arrived 
to re-establish the Illegal and hated 
Greek Monarchy (which for Mr. 
Forchhelmer's information came to 
power by means of armsl) 

After the initial fighting with 
the British began, E.L.A.S. offered 
to stop fighting, if the Èritish would 
do away with the Fasclstlc Leaders 
of the Gendarmerie and the na- 
tionalist army.

But release from the vicious circle 
had lo come from the authors them 
selves, Eggleston continued, and 
this has happened. Many handicaps. 
In addition to the economic prob' 
lem, had. to be overcome first, how 
ever. Most of thie'^lltdrature pro 
duced in Canada had been super- 
ficial. It suffered from a "colonial 
spirit" which looked elsewhere and 
leaned on other cultures for its in 
splratlon. It htd- an "inferiority 
complex" and the dead hand of a 
rigid Purlt&nism that considered all 
art immoral weighcd upon It. 

But these problems seem well on 
their way to solutions, believes 
Eggleston, basing his views on an 
analysis of the present situation. In 
the last two or three years, the 
growth In the number of works by 
Canadian authors and in the sale 
both In Canada and elsewhere of 
Canadian-written books seems to 
suggest that there has not only been 
an improvement but that improve- 
ment will be permanent^ The 
Toronto "Globe and Mail" stated 
that 48 Canadian books of merit 
had appeared in 1044. Novels have 
gone into fourth, fifth and sixth 
printings. Even poetry books, which 
usually sell in very small quanti- 
ties, have had to be reprinted. In 
the non-fiction field, histories, war
